AN ACT Relating to pronoting flood safety through | ocal planning;
amendi ng RCW 86.12. 010, 86.12.020, 86.12.030, 86.12.034, 86.12. 200,
86.12. 210, 86.12.220, 36. 70A. 150, 36. 70A. 160, 64.06. 020, and 86. 26. 007,
addi ng new sections to chapter 86.12 RCW adding a new section to
chapter 36. 70A RCW adding a new section to chapter 43.21C RCW and
creating new sections.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 1. It is the intent of the legislature to
establish an enhanced flood hazard reduction program that inproves
saf ety, enhances environnmental resources, creates consistency between
pl anning requirenents, and facilitates streamlining at state and
federal levels. It is further the intent of the legislature that the
departnment of ecology work with federal agencies to devel op a general
permt for flood managenent activities in order to streamine the
permtting process for projects included in an enhanced flood
managenent pl an. The additional requirenents of an enhanced fl ood
managenent plan are established with the intent that a general permt
be obt ai ned. This voluntary program of enhanced planning mexim zes
public gain through the use of flood-prone areas for safe public
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enj oynent, enhancenent of fish and wildlife habitat, and i nprovenent of
water quality. This program also pronotes a long-term fiscally
conservative approach toward flood hazard reduction and flood
preparedness, and safeguards the lives of our state’'s citizens by
m nim zing the risks associated with future fl ood events, and i ncreases
fl ood-threat awareness anong the citizens of Washi ngton state.

COUNTY FLOOD ((GONFREL)) SAFETY

Sec. 2. RCW 86. 12. 010 and 1973 1st ex.s. c¢ 195 s 129 are each
anmended to read as foll ows:

The county comm ssioners of any county may annually levy a tax,
begi nning with the year 1907, in such anount as, in their judgnent they
may deem necessary or advisable, but not to exceed twenty-five cents
per thousand dollars of assessed value upon all taxable property in
such county, for the purpose of creating a fund to be known as "river
i nprovenent fund." There is hereby created in each such river
i nprovenent fund an account to be known as the "flood ((eent+reol))
saf ety mai nt enance account.”

Sec. 3. RCWS86.12.020 and 1970 ex.s. ¢ 30 s 10 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

((Sat+d)) The river inprovenent fund shall be expended for the
pur poses as provided in this chapter ((provided)). Any county, for the
((eentrol)) saf e managenent of waters subject to flood conditions from
streans, tidal or other bodies of water affecting such county, may
i nside or outside the boundaries of such county, construct, operate
((and)), maintain, nodify, renove, redesign, or relocate dans and
i mpoundi ng basi ns and di kes, | evees, revetnents, bul kheads, rip-rap or
ot her protection; may, consistent with chapter 75.20 RCW renove bars,
| ogs, snags and debris from and clear, deepen, w den, straighten,
change, relocate or otherwi se ((+aprove)) nodify and maintain stream
channel s, main or overflow, may acquire any real or personal property
or rights and interest therein for the prosecution of such works or to
preserve any flood plain or regular or intermttent stream channels
fromany interference to the free or natural flow of flood or storm
wat er; and may construct, operate, and maintain any and all other
wor ks, structures, and i nprovenents necessary for such ((eent+el)) safe
managenent; and for any such purpose nay purchase, condemm, or
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otherwise acquire land, property, or rights, including beds of
nonnavi gabl e waters and state, county, and school |ands and property
and may danmage any | and or ot her property for any such purpose, and may
condemm | and and other property and rights and interests therein and
damage t he sane for any other public use after just conpensation havi ng
been first made or paid into court for the owner in the manner
prescribed in this chapter. The purposes specified in this chapter

((speeified)) are ((hereby)) declared to be county purposes.

Sec. 4. RCWS86.12.030 and 1941 ¢ 204 s 10 are each anended to read
as follows:

The taking and damagi ng of |and, property, or rights therein or
thereto by any county, either inside or outside of such county, for
flood ((eent+ol)) safety purposes of the county is ((hereby)) decl ared
to be for a public use. Such em nent domain proceedings shall be in
the nane of the county, shall be had in the county where the property
is situated, and may unite in a single action proceedings to condem
for county use property held by separate owners, the jury to return
separate verdicts for the several lots, tracts, or parcels of land, or
interest therein, so taken or damaged. The proceedi ngs nmay conformto
the provisions of ((seetions—921—t+6—926—nelusive—of—Remngton——s
Rewvi-sed-Statutes)) RCWS8. 20. 010 t hrough 8. 20. 080, or to any general |aw
now or hereafter enacted governing em nent domain proceedings by
counties. The title so acquired by the county shall be the fee sinple
title or such lesser estate as shall be designated in the decree of
appropriation. The awards in and costs of such proceedings shall be
payabl e out of the river inprovenent fund.

Sec. 5. RCWB86.12.034 and 1963 ¢ 90 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

Whenever a county of this state, acting pursuant to RCW86.12. 010
t hrough 86.12.033, shall nmake ((anr—npreverent)) a nodification in
connection with the course, channel, or flow of a navigable river,
thereby causing it to abandon its existing channel, bed, bank, or banks
for the wentire distance covered by ((sard—+nproverent)) the
nodi fication, or for any part or portion thereof, or by ((sad
+provernent)) the nodification shall prevent a river fromresum ng at
a future tinme an ancient or abandoned channel or bed, or shall
construct ((+#prevenents)) nodifications intended so to do, all the
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right, title and interest of the state of Washington in and to ((satd))
t he abandoned channel or channels, bed or beds, bank or banks, up to
and including the line of ordinary high water, shall ((be—andthe—sanre

+s—hereby—gHven—grantedand)) remain in the state of Washi ngt on unl ess

expressly conveyed to the county maki ng such ((+npreverent—PROV-DED-
HOMEVER—TFhat)) a nodification. The conveyance shall be preferred when

the county places the abandoned |ands in a use benefiting the public,
such as in a flood hazard corridor. However, any such gift, grant or
conveyance shall be subject to any right, easenent or interest
heretof ore given, granted or conveyed to any agency of the state.

COVPREHENSI VE FLOOD (( CONFROL)) HAZARD MANAGEMENT PLANS

Sec. 6. RCWS86.12.200 and 1991 ¢ 322 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

The county legislative authority of any county nay adopt a
conpr ehensi ve fl ood ((eentrel)) hazard managenent pl an for any drai nage
basin that is |located wholly or partially within the county.

A basic conprehensive flood ((eentrel)) hazard managenent plan
shall include at |east the foll ow ng el enents:

(1) Designation of areas that are susceptible to periodic flooding,
frominundation by bodies of water or surface water runoff, or both,
including the river’s meander belt ((or)) and fl oodway;

(2) Establishnment of a conprehensive schene of flood ((eentrel
proteeton—andi+nprovenents)) hazard managenent for the areas that are

subj ect to such periodic flooding, that includes: (a) Determning the
need for, and desirable l|ocation of, flood ((eent+ol—nproverents))
hazard reduction projects to protect or preclude flood danmage to
structures, works, and inprovenents, based upon a cost/benefit ratio
bet ween t he expense of providing and mai ntai ni ng these i nprovenents and
the benefits arising from these inprovenents; (b) establishing the
| evel of flood protection that each portion of the system of flood
( (eontrol—nprovernents)) hazard reduction wll ((bepermtted)) permt;
(c) identifying alternatives to in-stream flood control work; (d)
identifying areas where flood waters could be directed during a flood
to avoid damage to buil dings and other structures; and (e) identifying
sources of revenue that will be sufficient to finance the conprehensive

schene of flood ((eentrol—protection—and—inprovenents)) hazard

managenent ;
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(3) Establishing |and use regul ati ons that preclude the | ocation of
structures, works, or inprovenents in critical portions of such areas
subject to periodic flooding, including a river’s neander belt ((er))
and fl oodway, and permtting only flood-conpatible |and uses in such
ar eas;

(4) Establishing through 1ocal ordi nances restrictions on
construction activities in areas subject to periodic floods that
require the fl ood proofing of those structures that are permtted to be
constructed or renodel ed; and

(5) Establishing through local ordinances restrictions on |and
clearing activities and devel opnent practices that exacerbate flood
probl ens by increasing the fl ow or accunul ati on of fl ood waters, or the
intensity of drainage, on lowlying areas. Land clearing activities do
not include forest practices as defined in chapter 76.09 RCW

A basic conprehensive flood ((eent+ol)) hazard managenent plan
shall be subject to the mninmumrequirenents for participation in the
national flood insurance program requirenents exceeding the m ni num
national flood insurance program that have been adopted by the
departnent of ecology for a specific flood plain pursuant to RCW
86. 16. 031, and rul es adopted by the departnment of ecol ogy pursuant to
RCW 86. 26. 050 relating to flood plain managenent activities. Wen a
county plans under chapter 36.70A RCW it may incorporate the portion
of its conprehensive flood ((eent+ol)) hazard managenent plan rel ating
to land use restrictions in its conprehensive plan and devel opnent
regul ati ons adopted pursuant to chapter 36. 70A RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. In order to qualify for streamined state
and federal permtting, counties may elect to plan at an enhanced

| evel . An enhanced conprehensive flood hazard nmanagenent plan nust
include the required elements of RCW86.12. 200, and nust al so:

(1) Ildentify primary public needs. Primary public needs may
include, in addition to safeguarding public Ilife and health,

preservation of water quality, enhancenent of public recreation,
restoration of riparian and aquatic habitat, creation of fl oodwater
storage areas, and protection of public infrastructure, such as
transportation corridors and sewage treatnent facilities that are
| ocated in the flood plain;
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(2) ldentify high-danger areas. Hi gh-danger areas are areas that
have suffered repeat damage due to inundation or areas that suffer
significant flood rel ated erosion;

(3) Identify flood hazard corridors, including, at a mninmm the
fl oodway, and hi gh-danger areas. Fl ood hazard corridors may also
include any or all of the follow ng: Fl oodwat er storage areas, a
buffer area adjacent to the floodway, the neander belt, and wetl ands
wi thin the one hundred year flood plain;

(4) Establish land use restrictions that allow only flood-
conpatible uses wthin the flood hazard corridor. Fl ood- conpati bl e
uses include lowintensity recreational wuses, wetland mtigation
banki ng, open space, fish and wildlife inprovenent areas, and either
stormwater retention ponds, or detention ponds, or both;

(5) Include restrictive land use policies for frequently fl ooded
areas identified in accordance with chapter 36. 70A RCW

(6) lIdentify detailed public flood hazard reduction projects;

(7) I'nclude a sedi nent nmanagenent strategy;

(8) Include a fish habitat mtigation or restoration strategy;

(9) Prioritize locations from w thin high-danger areas and fl ood
hazard corridors for fee and | ess than fee acquisition;

(10) Identify where projects may encunber state-owned or managed
| ands;

(11) Include a flood safety educati on conponent;

(12) Be consistent with elenents of the state fl ood reduction pl an;

(13) Identify a funding strategy for plan inplenentation; and

(14) Be reviewed under the state environnental policy act, chapter
43.21C RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. Enhanced fl ood hazard managenent pl ans nust
have joint review and approval by the departnments of ecol ogy and fish
and wildlife. Both the departnent of ecology and the departnent of
fish and wldlife are authorized at the time of plan review and
approval to reject specific projects described within the plan that
woul d viol ate chapter 75.20, 90.48, or 90.58 RCW The adopting | ocal
governnent shall request advisory review and recomendation from
affected area tribes and from the |ocal shoreline planner. The
adopting Ilocal governnment may request advisory review from the
Washi ngton state parks and recreati on comm ssion, and t he depart nent of
natural resources regarding lands identified for acquisition to
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determ ne suitability for holdings as state | ands. The adopting | ocal
governnent shall advise the affected state agency when projects are
determ ned to encunber state-owned or nmanaged | ands.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 9. Public flood hazard reduction projects
identified in detail in enhanced plans and not rejected by the
departnent of ecology or the departnment of fish and wildlife during
pl an approval :

(1) Receive additional consideration for flood control assistance
account program project funding;

(2) Receive additional consideration under the energency nanagenent
di vi si on/ departnment of ecol ogy nenorandum of agreenent for state and
federal funds in both postdisaster and nonenergency flood mtigation
f undi ng;

(3) Are exenpt from individual state environnmental policy act
revi ew,

(4) Have priority for inclusion under the five-year mnaintenance
agreenents under chapter 75.20 RCW

(5) Receive forty-five day nmaxi mum revi ew when the federal clean
water act (33 U S.C Sec. 1341) or federal coastal zone managenent
review (16 U . S.C. Sec. 1456) are triggered.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 10. Conprehensive flood hazard nanagenent pl ans
must be revi ewed and updated every ten years. Plans that were approved
prior to 1990 nust be reviewed and updated by 2001. Updates to basic
pl ans nmust be jointly reviewed by the departnent of ecology and the
departnment of fish and wildlife, with approval by the departnent of
ecol ogy. Enhanced pl ans nust be revi ewed and approved consistent with
section 8 of this act.

Sec. 11. RCW86. 12.210 and 1991 ¢ 322 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

A conprehensive flood ((eentrol)) hazard managenent plan that
includes an area within which a city or town, or a special district
subject to chapter 85.38 RCW is l|ocated shall be devel oped by the
county with the full participation of officials fromthe city, town, or
special district, including conservation districts, and appropriate
state and federal agencies. \Were a conprehensive flood ((eent+rol))
hazard managenent plan is being prepared for a river basin that is part
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of the common boundary between two counties, the county |egislative
authority of the county preparing the plan may all ow participation by
officials of the adjacently |ocated county.

Fol | owi ng adoption by the county, city, or town, a conprehensive
flood ((eent+rel)) hazard nmanagenent plan shall be binding on each
jurisdiction and special district that is located within an area
included in the plan. If within one hundred twenty days of the
county’s adoption, a city or town does not adopt the conprehensive
flood ((eent+el)) hazard nanagenent plan, the city or county shal
request arbitration on the issue or issues in dispute. | f parties
cannot agree to the selection of an arbitrator, the arbitrator shall be
sel ected according to the process described in RCW7.04. 050. The cost
of the arbitrator shall be shared equally by the participating parties
and the arbitrator’s decision shall be binding. Any |and use
regul ations and restrictions on construction activities contained in a
conpr ehensi ve fl ood ((eent+ol)) hazard nmanagenent plan applicable to a
city or town shall be mninum standards that the city or town may
exceed. A city or town undertaking flood or storm water control
activities consistent wwth the conprehensive flood ((eent+rel)) hazard
managenent plan shall retain authority over such activities.

Sec. 12. RCWB86. 12. 220 and 1991 c 322 s 5 are each anended to read
as follows:

A county nay create one or nore advisory commttees to assist in
t he devel opnent of proposed conprehensive flood ((eent+el)) hazard
managenent plans and to provi de general advice on flood problens. The
advi sory commttees may include city and town officials, officials of
special districts subject to chapter 85.38 RCW conservation districts,
appropriate state and federal officials, and officials of other
counties and other interested persons.

Sec. 13. RCW 36. 70A. 150 and 1991 c 322 s 23 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

Each county and city that is required or chooses to prepare a
conpr ehensi ve | and use plan under RCW 36. 70A. 040 shall identify | ands
useful for public purposes such as utility corridors, transportation
corridors, flood hazard corridors identified under chapter 86.12 RCW
landfills, sewage treatnent facilities, storm water managenent
facilities, recreation, schools, and other public uses. The county

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shall work with the state and the cities withinits borders to identify
areas of shared need for public facilities. The jurisdictions within
the county shall prepare a prioritized |ist of |ands necessary for the
identified public uses including an estinmated date by which the
acquisition wll be needed.

The respective capital acquisition budgets for each jurisdiction
shall reflect the jointly agreed upon priorities and time schedul e.

Sec. 14. RCW 36. 70A. 160 and 1992 ¢ 227 s 1 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

Each county and city that is required or chooses to prepare a
conprehensi ve | and use plan under RCW 36. 70A. 040 shall identify open
space corridors within and between urban growth areas. They shal
include |ands useful for recreation, wildlife habitat, trails, any
flood hazard corridor established under chapter 86.12 RCW and

connection of critical areas as defined in RCW 36.70A 030.
| dentification of a corridor under this section by a county or city
shall not restrict the use or managenent of |lands within the corridor
for agricultural or forest purposes. Restrictions on the use or
managenent of such |ands for agricultural or forest purposes inposed
after identification solely to maintain or enhance the value of such
lands as a corridor may occur only if the county or city acquires
sufficient interest to prevent devel opnent of the lands or to control
t he resource devel opnent of the |l ands. The requirenent for acquisition
of sufficient interest does not include those corridors regul ated by
the interstate comrerce conm ssion, under provisions of 16 U S.C. Sec.
1247(d), 16 U.S.C. Sec. 1248, or 43 U S.C. Sec. 912. Nothing in this
section shall be interpreted to alter the authority of the state, or a
county or city, to regulate |and use activities.

The city or county may acquire by donation or purchase the fee
sinple or lesser interests in these open space corridors using funds
aut hori zed by RCW 84. 34. 230 or ot her sources.

Sec. 15. RCW64.06.020 and 1996 ¢ 301 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Inatransaction for the sale of residential real property, the
seller shall, unless the buyer has expressly waived the right to
receive the disclosure statenent, or unless the transfer is exenpt
under RCW 64.06. 010, deliver to the buyer a conpleted real property
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transfer disclosure statenent in the followng format and that
contains, at a mninmum the follow ng information:

Further, the departnent of ecol ogy shall work with federal agencies to
devel op a general permt to satisfy permt requirenents of the federal
cl ean water act (33 U.S.C. Sec. 401 et seq.) for flood hazard reduction
activities.

HB 3085 p. 18
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Sec. 19. RCW 86.26.007 and 1997 ¢ 149 s 914 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The fl ood control assistance account is hereby established in the
state treasury. At the beginning of the 1997-99 fiscal biennium and
each biennium thereafter the state treasurer shall transfer ((feur))
ten mllion dollars from the general fund to the flood control
assi stance account. Mneys in the flood control assistance account may
be spent only after appropriation for purposes specified under this
chapter or, during the 1997-99 fiscal biennium for transfer to the
di saster response account.
